Time Is Limited For Action On 
Important Legislative 
Measures. 


QUIETUS ON SPECIAL ACTS 


Adverse Decisions of the Ohio 
Su­ 
preme Court on Measures Confer­ 
ring Special Powers on Municipal­ 
ities Will Check Thenn.

Columbus, O., March 27.— (Special) 
—In the way of practical results the 
present legislative week ought to ac­ 
complish something. 
There are prob­ 
ably not more than four, and at the 
outside not more than five 
session 
weeks ahead, and within that time a 
host of bills and important measures 
now pending must be acted 
upon. 
Many of t h m can not get through, 
but out of the 1.000 and more yet 
waiting an effort will be made to se­ 
lect the more urgent, together with 
those of a purely local character, and 
secure a vote upon them. 
An effort 
has been made by some members in 
both the hoise and senate to adjourn 
even earlier than 
either four or five 
weeks 
from 
this 
date, and secure 
April 14 as the last day of the ses­ 
sion. 
This would 
be 
three weeks 
from last Monday. 
It is not likely, 
however, that a date so soon at hand 
can be agreed to. 
There is too much 
ahead to permit of it and get through 
any fare percentage of the pending 
measures. 
On the other hand, the 
advocates of 
a long* session favor 
April 28. and fail to see how an ad­ 
journment' can come before that time. 
Therefore, the thing most likely to 
be .done is the reaching ut a compro­ 
mise fixing Monday. April 21. as the 
day for final leave laking. It is doubt­ 
ful if a legislature ever went so long 
and did so little in the way of actual 
accomplishment as this one. and yet 
that is easy of explanation, and comes 
from no desire to shirk work, nor the 
lack of an honest effort to do some­ 
thing. 
Many 
unfortunate 
matters 
have come up this session. Questions 
of vital importance to the people at 
large, and to the two leading politi­ 
cal parties. 
Among these have been 
the matters 
of 
redistricting, canal 
abandonment, taxation and municipal 
code. 
While party differences would 
not necessarily 
have 
meant delay, 
since the dominant party could have 
put them through, the difficulty has 
come from the failure of the Repub­ 
licans themselves to agree upon what 
was wanted, and what the best in­ 
terests of the party and people de­ 
manded. 
So from day to day. and 
week to week, these 
matters have 
dragged along, the subjects of debate 
In party caucus and private confer­ 
ence. 
• * • 
It looks much 
now though as if 
something were to be done this week, 
and the decks cleared at least in a 
measure. 
The two most important of 
the taxation bills, commonly known 
as the taxation 
measures, have al­ 
ready passed the house and are now 
in the senate. 
These are the Willis 
bill, placing a tax of one-tenth of I 
per cent upon the issued and paid-up 
capital stock of domestic (Ohio) cor­ 
porations, and the Cole bill, increas­ 
ing the tax upon gross earnings of 
quasi-public 
companies 
from Ms to 
I per cent, and extending the list of 
companies included so as to take in 
telegraph, telephone, express and in­ 
terurban railroad compaines. 
These 
bills are now and have been for some 
weeks in the hands of 
the 
senate 
committee on taxation. The fear that 
several of the Republican 
members 
might oppose them, and the further 
desire of several members to amend 
them in important ways, has forced

I HERE has been a great deal done by the govern­ 
ment looking to the increase of mail facilities in 
this country within the last IO O years. 
My father, 
who was born in I SOO and died three or four months 
ago at tile ago of ninety-eight, told me that when 
lie was twelve years old he rode twelve miles to 
mail his first letter and paid 25 cents postage. 
Before he died I 
succeeded in putting a free rural route by bis door, and at ninety- 
eight years of age he had his mail delivered daily without cost. That 
was quite a step in the progress made on that line. Only a few years 
ago this rural free delivery mail began as an experiment and has 
succeeded beyond the expectation of its most ardent supporters. 


IF THE RURAL SECTIONS IN THIS COUNTRY ARE ENTITLED 
TO A FREE DAILY MAIL DELIVERY, THEY SHOULD HAVE A RE­ 
LIABLE ONE AND A PROMPT ONE, AND ANY ACTION ON THE 
PART OF CONGRESS THAT WOULD DISORGANIZE OR DERANGE 
IN ANY WAY THE PROGRESS OF THE MAIL FACILITIES TO TH E 
PEOPLE AS NOW ORGANIZED WOULD BE A CRIME. 
On many of the oldest routes established the system is practically 
self sustaining, the patrons are rejoicing, and now comes a proposi­ 
tion to make a radical change in the system and one that has worked 
so unsatisfactorily in the “star route plan.” 
These people aro entitled to a good and reliable mail service. 
From the conservative rural middle class of our country come the 
dominating men in every section of our land, in every department 
of life. 
The prosperity and tile stability of this republic of ours 
depend not upon the boys bred and raised in the cities, but upon the 
men and the women reared in the country.

but It* chances of pusHing are not at* 
Hood aa those of many far leas m erit­ 
orious billa. The measure bas been 
repeatedly approved by house and sen­ 
ate committees, l^s passage urged In 
petitions and in resolutions of the na­ 
tional pure food congress and by nu­ 
merous societies interested in the pro­ 
motion and preservation of the public 
health. 
Testimony before a commit­ 
te e of investigation shows that adul­ 
teration of food products, drugs 
and 
liquors is practiced to a shameless ex­ 
tent. and that unwholesome materials 
are freqiently 
used 
as adulterants. 
That every effort should be made to 
m ake the food and drinks of the peo­ 
ple pure and wholesome anti that it is 
nothing less th a n Criminal to “doctor" 
such products 
with deleterious anti 
dangerous (frugs and compounds arc 
propositions 
requiring no argument. 
Yet so numerous and powerful are the 
interests to he affected by the pro­ 
posed legislation that congress has not 
yet seen At to pass the much needed 
law. It should hesitate no longer; the 
longer action is delayed the more the 
dangerous practices will spread. Con 
gross can do nothing better for the j 
people than to enact a , law that will 
protect 
them 
from 
imposition and 
peril in the *tiiff that they liny and 
consume.

FLOWER AND TREE. 


Heavy pruning of growing trees will 
check growth.

Should the government win the suit, 
the question of the legality of other 
transportation systems now operating 
parallel and competing lines would be 
raised. For instance, no less than three 
large railroad systems entering New 
York city operate, tinder the same in­ 
terest, competing parallel lines. 
This 
makes the prospect of Mr. Knox’s win­ 
ning his suit a serious one. 
If the at­ 
torney general can break up this uni­ 
fied management of the two northwest­ 
ern roads, wily may he not break up all 
the great railroad systems that have 
come into being within the last ten 
years or since the passage of the anti­ 
trust law? 
Without new legislation, then, the 
result of the pending case will be ei­ 
ther a wholesale disruption of the great 
railway systems of the day or else an 
extraordinary development of the com 
bination principle. 
Whichever way the ease goes, results 
so farreaching will follow either niter 
native as to make the question raised 
by the merger ease the most important 
In its industrial, social and economic 
phases of any question that bas come 
up lit the present administration and 
perhaps in many administrations.

FLOWER AND TREE. 


Heavy pruning of growing trees will 
check growth.

centers composed on the same general lines as the national depart­ 
ment, which will not only act in case of local disturbances, but will 
serve os a medium through which the national committee may reach 
the rank and file of the men in the factories, shops and mines, and, 
last, but not least, the many thousand employers who also need 
educating.

CECIL RHODES IS DEAD 


After a Life*of Ceaseless Work the 


Great Diamond Krng Passed 


Away. 


Cape 
Town, 
March 
27.—Cecil 
Rhodes died at ti o'clock last evening. 
With the death 
of 
Cecil Rhodes 
England lusts one of the most inter­ 
esting characters 
in 
her 
history. 
Statesman, politician and successful 
business man he became at once ad­ 
mired and feared for his abilities. 
The greater part of Rhodes’ success 
was won in South Africa. 
Here he 
became known as the "diamond king." 
and at the same time, by successive 
stages re acned the pinnacle of poli­ 
tical fame far 
Englishmen in that ; 
country, the premiership of the Capa 
government. 
Shortly ofter the Boer war broke 
out Rhodes found 
himself in Kim­ 
berly linable to escape, surrounded by 
the Boers, who were striving to ob­ 
tain possession of him, dead or alive. 
So hated was he by the native Trans­ 
vaal and Cape authorities that a price 
of *5,000 was placed on his head. 
In estimating the career of Cecil 
Rhodes and its effect on the history 
of the British empire, newspaper edi­ 
tors are largely influenced by their 
political views. 
But the opinion is 
unanimous in the press In London 
that, in spit* of the defects and the 
limitations of his forceful character, 
few nun ba/e m ore profoundly im 
pressed the imagination of their con 
temporaries, or played a larger part 
in the 
world’s 
affairs 
than 
Cecil 
Rhodes, and that the empire is poorer 
because of his death.

States, except such as 
shall have < lected to preserve their 
allegiance to the crown of Spain in 
accordance with the provision of the 
treaty of peace between the United 
States and Spain entered Into on th? 
lith day of April, 1899: and they, to­ 
gether with sin h citicus of the United 
States as mny reside in the Philip­ 
pine islands, shall constitute a bod/ 
politic under the name of the people 
of tho Philippine islands.” 
The Oleomargarine Bill. 
Throughout yesterday’s session of 
the Senate the oleomargarine bill was 
tinder discussion.

Why do we take butter on bread? 
Partly because wheaten flour does not 
contain enough fat and partly because 
butter contains a trifling quantity of 
substances called “extractives,” which 
in some unknown way stimulate the 
appetite and aid digestion. 
Why do we take pepper, m ustard and 
spices? Because they tickle the glands 
of the stomach and make them work. 
Consequently they produce an abun­ 
dant supply of digestive juices. 
They 
also stir up tile liver, aud a stirring up 
of tills organ is an im portant tiling for 
people who live sedentary lives. 
Why do we put salt on our meat? 
Why, there are two principal salts in 
our hotly, and their supply has to be 
kept up. 
They are sodium salts and 
potassium salts. There is sufficient of 
Hie latter in the food we eat, but not of 
tile former. We therefore have to add 
the sodium salts in the form of common 
salt, which is sodium chloride. Anoth­ 
er reason why we eat common salt is 
that a certain amount of hydrochloric 
acid is needed by tile stomach for the 
purposes of digestion and also to kill 
off some of the microbes we swallow. 
This acid Is m anufactured in the stom­ 
ach from hydrogen and the chlorine 
of common salt. 
We take more salt 
wit ii some meats than with others be­ 
cause some naturally contain less salt 
thnu others. So by our condiments we 
seek to even up things.—New York 
Press.

This acid is manufactured in tho stom ­ 
ach from hydrogen and the chlorine 
of common salt. 
We take more salt 
wit ii some meats than with others be­ 
cause some naturally contain less salt 
than others. 
So by out- condiments we 
s*H*k to even up tilings.—New York 
Press.

in not following the family precedent 
in education. ie d o u b tless made it up 
in his graduate course as professor in the university for I* years, to \n ii Ie Ii lie 
was called five years after leaving his alum mater, where lie bad served an 
apprenticeship for two y ea rs in a similar imparity. 
But his first post collegiate study was it: the greater academy of Europe, 
whither be went to prepare himself for the chair of modern languages ct 
Bowdoin. Th roe years of residence and travel overflowed iii “Outre-Mer, the 
first of his books not a translation. The title itself was significant of his mis­ 
sion to his countrymen. From beyond the sea he was to tiring them the treas­ 
ures of old world story and song, but first be would tell them how the towns 
and cities, the mountains and rivers, the castles and abbeys, the towers aud 
spires, looked to an American youth whose head wus already well stocked 
with their lore and legends. Irving's example and “SI.ct ii Book ' were before 
him. and he frankly confesses at Gottingen in 1829, “I am writing a kind of 
‘Sketch-Book’ of scenes iii France. Spain and Italy.” 
France suggt'-ts many reflections, but In his chapter on the Trouvcrcs aud 
the literature of song in the olden time the youthful poet is reveling in tin' 
sources whence he will draw both material and inspiration in the years to 
come. Rome and the Italian cities rouse the same spirit of reflection upon 
their stratified history in 1*27 as they will this year, but the story of it was 
fresher to Americans three-quarters of a century ago than it is today. Coil)- 
paratively few of his countrymen had made th** continental pilgrimage, and 
the poet felt himself commissioned to bring out of Europe all that he could 
carry to America. It is significant of his comprehensive purpose of a wider 
culture for his fellow citizens that a translation of a French grammar was the 
first fruit of his stay abroad, to be followed by a version of a Spanish play, 
and then came the journal of his tour in the book already mentioned, publish­ 
ed in parts in 1833-4 and In two volumes the following year. Then came "Hy­ 
perion.” five years later, a romance version of his wanderings, gathering up 
the fancies which do not so well adjust themselves to a notebook as to a love 
story, especially if the principal characters Ie* the author himself and bis 
future wife. It is the harvest of travel in Germany and Switzerland, as 
“Outre-Mer” had been of loiterings along the Mediterranean shore. 
Ixmgfellow's first volume of poems was published iu the saute year, 1839. 
He called it “Voices of the Night,” perhaps with a young man’s paradoxical 
Inclination toward somber reflection. Possibly it was a trace of tin* Puritan 
gloom which delighted in the shadows of Br. Young’s "Night Thoughts,” for 
the (’aunbridge poet was not one to obtrude a single personal sorrow into all 
bis verse at tbtw ge of 32. Whatever may have been th** reason of the title, 
the "Hymn to n ig h t,” “The Midnight Mass of the Hying Year” and “The 
Light of Stars” are not songs of the day. Even "The Beleaguered Pity,” with 
Its moral of the dawn, is chilly and damp with spectral mists, put to flight 
not by the rising sun. but the cathedral bell. He is not yet ins* from the 
solemnity of the “Earlier Poems" of lo years befur**, when Bryant’s sober and 
solemn mood had acknowledged attraction for him as he wrote "Autumn” 
and the “Woods In the Winter.” 
With “Ballads and Other Poems.” published in 1841. a new spirit is ap­ 
parent. “The Skeleton In Armour” bristles with th** spears of viking an­ 
cestors and is linked to ages which were prehistoric on the American const. In 
this, as in his translation of “Fridtbof's Baga” aud “Study of Anglo Saxon,” 
he directed contemporaries to a Scandinavian mythology which rivals that of 
southern-Europe and the ancients and has special interest for the descendants 
of the Norsemen. Incidentally he showed that his culture was wide as the 
literature of the west could make it. 
This be was glad to introduce to the 
children of those who had pushed the dominion of th** G othic race across the 
Atlantie. He called their attention to the rude and strong elements of a primi­ 
tive faith and a jurimeval verse, to myth and edda, saga and song of scald. 
His inherited love of the sea, fostered by a boyhood on th** Maine coast, 
appears here aud there in poems like “The Wreck of the Hesperus” on the 
reef of Norman’s Woe. “The Bird and the Ship,” "Th * Building of the Ship,” 
"Sir Humphrey Gilbert.” “The Lighthouse” and the r* st of th** group “By the 
Seaside.” Still, it is apparent that he did not de­ 
light in storm aud wreck and the tragedies of t h** 
ocean, neither in the battle and war nor any 
hind of strife. He was a poet of ponce and Olathe 
home virtue* and the heart's affectious, 
'iii** 
patient endeavor of the “Psalm of Life,” the 
youthful aspiration of “Excelsior,” the resigna­ 
tion of the “Rainy Day,” the immortal hope of 
“God’s Acre.” are all simple in theme and unam­ 
bitious in treatment, but they have l>een as the 
.voice of their own hearts to thousands who read 
poetry for what it is worth to them in sentiment 
rather than in high art or mystic suggestion. The 
day had not yet arrived when a jioet to be great 
and famous must write in a diction that needs a 
neighborhood club to interpret his orphic lines, and 
Longfellow, 
yet I here was no affected simpleness iii this i>*>et’s simplicity, no flatness into 
which Wordsworth sometimes descended in his zeal for a new |xi**ti< theory. 
Longfellow's own idea of a poet's mission is stated iii tin* “Belfry of 
Bruges,” whose old world suggestions are like cathedral chimes in tin* travel­ 
er’s memory, illustrating also tile author's favorite manner of bringing a 
homely truth to the minds of his readers through the foreign legend or pic­ 
ture. In this Instance he compares the rhymes of the poet to the stricken 
hours at night falling unnoticed ou th** drowsy ears of the multitude, on roofs 
and stones of cities. Only here and there some sleepless wight may listen to 
the melody till be hears thoughts long cherished intermingled with th** song. 
In “Nuremberg” he finds “memoirs of the mhJdle ages and a wondrous 
world of art,” bur the lesson he brings from til** city of Durer and H a ils Sachs, 
the cobbler bard. is “the nobility of labor, the long pedigree of toil.” and in the 
“Norman Baron” dying in his turreted castle the one redeeming feature of a 
life of greed and wrong was the freeing of his serfs. 
The time came when, with the rest of New England poets, Ii** raised hfs 
voice against slavebolding In a country professing to bo free. but th** protest 
was in his own pacific manner ami not iii the philippic strain of Whittier 
or the derisive reasoning of Lowed, and therein he kept his own individuality 
and that quality which made bim the l»est loved of all our poets. This may 
not be the high**st ambition or bi* accompanied by the greatest achievement, 
but perhaps it is the reward which hi* himself would most have coveted. 
TTiis kindly endearment of all classes in two countries t^e poem of "Evan­ 
geline” did more than any other single one to win ami nugtnent The poet 
turned English and American sympathy to the French side by enlisting that 
love which all the world has for a lover, particularly when it happens to he 
auch a sweet and saintly maiden as the daughter of Benedict Bellefontaine or 
no valiant a youth as Gabriel Lajeunesse. the son of Baal!, the blacksmith. 
From the start all human interest la with the separated lovers in the long 
search of one for the other, a tale of unrest aud wandering, of hope deferred 
and of a deathbed meeting at last and the slumber side by side in their name­ 
less graves. It was the floodtide of a humanism that had^been growing in our 
literature, first in the verse of sentimental strain and then in romantic. But 
this was a welling up of genuine sympathy for the betrothed torn asunder by 
the fate of war, and the volume and extent of compassionate sorrow were aa 
the mighty tides of Fundy spreading over the basin of Mina* clou** by the 
acres of Grand Pre. All classes of readers follow the sad quest of love and 
become Acadian peasants and pilgrims for the time. 
They also become humanists with Longfellow' and friends of the poet who 
had touched fountains where others had only stirred the serf ace of the pool. 
In America and in England he became the “w riter of ’Evangeline,’ " by distinc­ 
tion, and it was this idyl that led strangers to find the same humane elements 
In his minor productions and to love him as the expositor of hearth and home 
virtues and affection. 
Nexfto this poem the “Bong of Hiawatha ’ commends itself to American 
readers as the most agreeable reprodm-tion of the aboriginal sources of our 
verse. The Indian in literature ba*- generally taken th** hu<* of the writer’s 
imagination. He ha*- been portrayed with inks of as many colors as Ids own 
war paint, red and blue and black. If. however, a cheerful dye could be 
found, Longfellow would be sure to dip bis Indian in it. Accordingly the light 
that pervades the poem or is best recalled is that of the setting sun cast over 
A departing fact- The whole poem is the swan song of a departing race. re-

with their lore and legends. I r v i n g ' s example and “SI.ct i; Rook" were before 
him. and lie frankly confesses at Gotiingon in 1820, *1 am writing a kind of 
‘Sketch-Book' of scenes in Prance. Spain and Italy." 
Prance suggests many reflections, but In Ins chapter on tile Trouveres and 
the literature of song in the olden time the youthful poet is reveling in the 
sources whence lie will draw Infill material and inspiration in the years to 
come. Rome and the Italian cities rouse the same .spirit of reflection upon 
their stratified history In 1*27 as they will tins year, but the story of it was 
fresher to Americans three-quarters of a century ago than it is today. Com­ 
paratively few of ids countrymen hail made the continental pilgrimage, and 
the poet felt himself commissioned to bring out of Europe ail that lie could 
carry to America. It is significant of his comprehensive purpose of a wider 
culture for bis fellow citizens that a translation of a Preach grammar was the 
first fruit of his stay abroad, to tie follows! by a version of a Spanish play, 
and then came the journal of his tour in the book already mentioned, publish­ 
ed In parts in 1N‘"L4 and iii two volumes the following year. Then ca tm* "H y­ 
perion," five years later, a romance version of ins wanderings, gathering tip 
the fancies which do riot so well adjust themselves to a notebook as to a love 
story, especially if the principal characters is* the author himself and ins 
future wife. It is the harvest, of travel in Germany and Switzerland, as 
"Outre-Mer" had been of loiterings along the Mediterranean shore. 
Longfellow's first volume of poems was published iii the same year. 1S3P. 
He called it “ Voices of the Niglit," perhaps with a young man’s paradoxical 
Inclination toward somber reflection. Possibly it was a trace of the Puritan 
gloom which delighted in the shadows of Dr. Young's "Night Thoughts." for 
the Cambridge poet was not one to obtrude a single personal sorrow into all 
his verse at tbtw ge of .'12. Whatever may have been tin* reason of tile title, 
the "Hymn to n ig h t." “The Midnight Mass of tho Hying Year” and "The 
Light of Stare" are not songs of the day. Even “The Beleaguered City." with 
Mb moral of the dawn, is chilly and damp with spectral mists, put to Hight 
not by the rising sun. but tile cathedral bell. He i> not yet ins* from the 
solemnity of the "Earlier Poems” of lo years before, when Bryant’s seller and 
solemn mood had acknowledged attraction for Iii in us he wrote “Autumn" 
and the "Woods In the Winter." 
With "Ballads and Other Poems." published in 1841. a new spirit is ap­ 
parent. “The Skeleton In Armour” bristles with the si tears of viking an­ 
cestors and is linked to ages which were prehistoric on the American coast. In 
this, as In bis translation of “Fridthof’s Saga" and “Study of Anglo Saxon," 
he directed contemporaries to a Scandinavian mythology which rivals that of 
southern*Europe and the ancients ami has special interest for the descendants 
of the Norsemen. Incidentally he showed that ids culture was wide as the 
literature of the west could make it. 
This he was glad to introduce to the 
children of those who had pushed the dominion of the Gothic race across the 
Atlantic. He culled their attention to tile rude and strong elements of a primi­ 
tive faith and a primeval verse, to myth and edda, saga and song of scald. 
His inherited love of the sea. fostered by a boyhood on tie* Maine coast, 
appears here and there in poems like “The Wreck of tin* Hesperus" on the 
reef of Norman’s Woe. "The Bird and the Ship." "The Building of Hie Ship," 
"Sir Humphrey Hilbert." "The Lighthouse" and the rest of tie* group “By the 
Seaside." Still, it is apparent tliut he did not de­ 
light in storm aud wreck and the tragedies of tin* 
ocean, neither in the battle and war nor any 
kind of strife. He was a poet of peace and ofi»tlie 
home virtues and the heart's affections. 
The 
patient endeavor of the "Psalm of Life." the 
youthful aspiration of “Excelsior,” the resigna­ 
tion of the "Rainy Day,” the immortal hope of 
"God’s Acre." are all simple in theme and unam­ 
bitious in treatment, but they have lieen as tile 
voice of their own hearts to thousands who read 
poetry for what it is worth to them in sentiment 
rather than in high art or mystic suggestion. The 
day had not yet arrived when a poet to be great 
and famous must write in a diction that needs a 
neighborhood club to interpret bis orphic lines, and 
Longfellow, 
yet there was no affected simpleness in this poet.’* simplicity, im flatness into 
which Wordsworth sometimes descended in ids zeal for a new poetic theory. 
Longfellow's own idea of a poet’s mission is stated in the “Belfry of 
Bruges," whose old world suggestions are like cathedral chimes in tin* travel­ 
er’s memory, illustrating also tile author's favorite manner of bringing a 
homely truth to the minds of his readers through tin* fore!in legend or pic­ 
ture. In this Instance be compares the rhymes of the poet to Hie stricken 
hours at night falling unnoticed on the drowsy ears of the multitude, on roofs 
and stones of cities. Only here and there some sleepless wight may listen to 
the melody till be hears thoughts long cherished intermingled with tho song. 
In “Nuremberg" he finds “memoirs of the middle ages and a wondrous 
world of art,” but the lesson he brings from tin* city of I Hirer and Mans Sachs, 
the cobbler bard, is “the nobility of labor, the long pedigree of toil.” and in the 
"Norman Baron" dying in his turreted castle the one redeeming feature of a 
life of greed and wrong was the freeing of his serfs. 
The time came when, with the rest of New England poets, lie raised hfs 
voice against slaveboiding in a country professing to Im* free. but the protest 
was in his own pacific manner and not in tin* philippic strain of Whittier 
or the derisive reasoning of Lowell, and therein he kept his own individuality 
and that quality which made him the best loved of all our poets. This may 
not be the higher ambition or be accompanied by the greatest achievement, 
but perhaps it is the reward which he himself would most have coveted. 
This kindly endearment of all classes in two countries tho poem of “Evan­ 
geline” did more than any other single one to win grid augment 
The poet 
turned English and American sympathy to tile French side by enlisting that 
love which all the world has for a lover, particularly when it happens to be 
auch a sweet and saintly maiden as the daughter of Benedict Bellefontaine or 
•o valiant a youth as Gabriel Lajetinesse, the son of Buat I. the blacksmith. 
From the start all human interest is with the separated lovers in the long 
search of one for the other, a tale of unrest and wandering, of hope deferred 
and of a deaf ii bed meeting at last and the slumber side by side in their name­ 
less graves. It was the floodtide of a humanism that had^been growing in our 
literature, first in the verse of sentimental strain and then in romantic. But 
this was a welling up of genuine sympathy for the betrothed torn asunder by 
the fate of war, and the volume and extent of compassionate sorrow were aa 
the mighty tides of Fundy spreading over the basin of Minas clon** by the 
acres of Grand Pre. All classes of readers follow the sad quest of love and 
become Acadian peasants and pilgrims for the time. 
They also become humanists with Longfellow and friends of the poet who 
had touched fountains where others had only stirred the surface of the pool. 
In America and in England he became the “writer of 'Evangeline,’ ’’ by distinc­ 
tion, aud it was this idyl that led strangers to find the same humane elements 
In his minor productions and to love him as the expositor of hearth and home 
virtues and affection. 
NexFto this poem the “Song of Hiawatha" commends itself to American 
readers as the most agreeable reproduction of the ais^riginai sources of our 
verse. 
The Indian in literature bas generally taken the hu»* of the writer's 
Imagination. He has been portrayed with inks of us many colors u^ his own 
war paint, red and blue and black. If. however, a cheerful dye could be 
found, Longfellow would be sure to dip bis Indian in it. Accordingly the light 
that pervades the poem or is best recalled is that of the setting sun cast over 
a departing rats. The whole poem is the swan song of a departing race, re-

TO TELL GOOD CIGARS. 


•Indaba o f T h e ir F in * P o in ts F e w 
a n d F a r B e tw e e n . 
The judges of good cigars in this 
country are few and far between, says 
nu expert. Tile great difficulty with 
the people who think they know cigars 
Is flint they lay too much stress on the 
color of the weed. The color inukcs not 
the slightest difference, and you are 
just as likely to find one of the rankest 
kind of cigars with the deep black col­ 
or of the genuine Havana as you are 
to find a had one among those that are 
yellow as straw. 
The best way to tell a cigar Is by 
the feel of It. Take a cigar in your 
im lids and give it a gentle pressure, 
holding it close to the ear. lf the cigar 
is a good otic. it will tie just the least 
little bit flexile, and the fingers will 
sink into the wrapper. It gives forth 
no perceptible sound. If the cigar Is 
hard and close rolled and when placed 
to tin* ear sounds as though you were 
pressing straw together, beware. The 
best cigars are made of the same leaf 
as tho wrapper and are closely rolled. 
The common cigars are what Is known 
as filled nnd contain all kinds of refuse 
from the tables where the good cigars 
are made. There are some filled cigars 
that are good smokes, hut you seldom 
find ii Havana or a Manila or good Cu­ 
ban or Key West smoke that is not 
rolled. Mauy people who go Into a ci­ 
gar store to get an I in port (Kl smoke do 
not follow up the salesman when he 
takes the cigars from the ease and are 
consequently often fooled. They ore 
given domestic brands and ure charg­ 
ed Imported prices for them. 
These “good cigar judges” cannot 
tell the difference when there is all 
the difference iii tue world. If you must 
have an imported smoke, make the 
clerk hand you the box and look close­ 
ly at the revenue stamp. The stamps 
on domestic goods are green and white, 
while those on the imported boxes arc 
all yellow and white. Look into the 
next cigar cases you see before pur 
chasing an imported cigar, 
lf they 
have no boxes iu the caso to which is 
attached a yellow and white stamp, 
don’t attempt to make a purchase. The 
clerk will sell you a cigar he calls im 
ported, but It will not bi' tho real ar­ 
ticle.—Washington Post.

TO T E L L GOOD CIGARS.

The Judges of good cigars in this 
country are few aud far between, says 
an expert. 
Tho great difficulty with 
tile people who think they know cigars 
Is that they lay too much stress on the 
color of the weed. The color tnukcs not 
tin* slightest difference, and you are 
Just as likely to find one of the rankest 
kind of cigars with the deep black col­ 
or of the genuine Havana as you are 
to find a hnd one among those that are 
yellow as straw. 
Tho best way to tell a cigar is by 
tin* feel of it. Take a cigar In your 
hands and give It a gentle pressure, 
holding it close to the ear. lf the cigar 
is a good one, it will tie Just the least 
little Hit flexible, and the fingers will 
sink into the wrapper. It gives forth 
no perceptible sound. If the cigar is 
hard and d ose rolled and when placed 
to tin* ear sounds as though you were 
pressing straw together, beware. The 
best cigars are made of the same leaf 
as the wrapper and are closely rolled. 
Tho cominou cigars are what Is known 
as filled and contain all kinds of refuse 
from the tables where the good cigars 
arc made. There are some filled cigars 
that arc good smokes, but you seldom 
find a Havana or a Manila or good Cu­ 
ban or Key W est smoke that is not 
rolled. Many people who go into a ci­ 
gar store to get an imported smoke do 
not follow up the snlesmau when he 
takes the cigars from the case and arc 
consequently often fooled. 
They arc 
given domestic brands and are charg 
cd Imported prices for them. 
These “good cigar judges*’ cannot 
tell the difference when there is nil 
the difference in the world. If you must 
have an imported smoke, make the 
clerk hand you the box and look close­ 
ly at the revenue stamp. The stamps 
on domestic goods are green and white, 
xvii I ie those on tile imported boxes arc 
all yellow and white. Look into the 
next cigar cases you see before pur­ 
chasing an Imported cigar, 
lf they 
have no boxes iu the case to which is 
attached a yellow' and white stamp, 
don't attempt to make a purchase.

F. Jones, to obtain 
possession of the aged T exan’s estate 
estim ated ut $7,000,000, and that Jones 
killed his employer by the adminis­ 
tration of rnloroform at the 
direct 
instigation of Patrick. 
('aim as ever and with confidence 
seemingly unshaken the prisoner was 
escorted into

court room.

walked rapidly and took his stand far­ 
ing the jury with head 
erect

hands closely clasped behind his back

P artly because w heaten hour does not 
contain enough fat and partly because 
butter contains a trifling qu an tity of 
substances called “extractives,*' which 
in some unknown way stim ulate the 
appetite and aid digestion. 
W hy do we take pepper, m ustard and 
spices? Because they tickle the glands 
of the stom ach and m ake them work. 
Consequently they produce an abun­ 
dant supply of digestive juices. 
They i 
also stir up the liver. and a stirring up 
of this organ is an im portant thing for 
people who live sedentary lives. 
W hy do we put snit on our m eat? 
W hy, there are two principal salts in 
our boily, and th eir supply has to be 
kept up. 
They are sodium salts and 
potassium salts.

This acid Is maimfn**tured in th e stom ­ 
ach from hydrogen aud the chlorin** 
of common salt. 
We take more salt

The Judges of g o o d cigars in this 
country are few and far between, says 
an expert. The great difficulty with 
the people who think they know cigars 
is that they lay too much stress on the 
color of the weed, Th© color makes not 
the slightest difference, and you are 
J list as likely to find one of the rankest 
kind of cigars with the deep biaek col­ 
or of tile genuine Havana as you are 
to tim] a bad one among those that are 
yellow its straw. 
Til© best way to tell a cigar Is by 
the feel of it. Take a cigar In your 
bunds ami give it a gentle pressure, 
holding it close to the ear. If the cigar 
is a gin id one. it will In* Just the least 
little lilt flexible, and the lingers will 
sink into the wrap|>cr. It gives forth 
no perceptible sound. 
If the cigar is 
hard ami close rolled and when placed 
to the ear sounds as though you were 
pressing straw together, beware. The 
best cigars are made of tho aam© leaf 
as (lie wrapper aud are closely rolled. 
The common cigars are w hat Is known 
as tilled and contain nil kinds of refuse 
from the tables where the good cigars 
are made. There are some ti I Uni cigars 
that are good smokes, but you seldom 
ti int a Havana or a Manila or good (’n 
ban or Key West smoke that is (lot 
rolled. Many people who go Into a ci­ 
gar store to get an iinpoi t«*d smoke do 
not follow up th© salesman when he 
taken the cigars from the ease ami are 
consequently often flailed. 
They are 
given domestic brands und ur© chnrg 
cd imported prices for them. 
These "good cigar Judges” cannot 
tell the difference when there is all 
the difference iii ta© world. If you must 
have an Imported smoke, make the 
clerk ha lid you the l>ox and look close 
Iv at the revenue stamp. The stamps 
on domestic goods are green and white. 
while those ou the !mi>ortcd boxes are 
all yellow ami whit©. Look into the 
next cigar canos you se© before pur­ 
chasing an imported cigar, 
lf they 
have no boxes iu the case to which is 
attached a yellow amt white stamp. 
don't attempt to make a purchase. The 
clerk will sell you a cigar he culls im 
ported, but It will not Ive* tho real ar 
tide.— Washington Post.
